303  East  20TH  Street,  New  York. 

It  is  a  solemn  thought  which  should  well  make  us 
pause  a  moment,  that,  humanly  speaking,  the  lives  of 
scores  of  little  ones  are  lying  in  the  hands  of  those  of  you 
who  shall  read  this  simple  Report.  And  yet  how  can  it 
be  better  begun  than  by  telling  you  a  short  story — a  true 
story. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago  a  famous  and  gifted  novelist  whom 
we  all  know  well  by  reputation,  went  to  live  for  a  little 
while  in  the  heart  of  the  slums  of  a  great  city,  explaining 
to  his  friends  that  he  was  at  work  on  a  new  book,  and 
wished  to  see  for  himself  how  much  for  good  and  for  ill 
men  and  women  owed  to  their  environment.  As  he 
went  he  promised  to  send  back  to  a  friend  a  letter  telling 
what  was  most  impressing  him  during  his  stay  among  the 
submerged.     A  short  time  ago  this  letter  was  received. 

"  My  dear  M  ■:  I  am  glad  I  promised  to  send  you  this 

letter.  I  have  seen  so  much,  I  have  suffered  so  much, 
my  heart  has  been  so  deeply  stirred,  that  sometimes  I 
have  felt  I  could  not  possibly  hold  my  ideas  in  until 
my  book  was  written.  *  *  *  Well,  the  thing  that  has 
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impressed  me  most,  was  the  children,  the  little  helpless, 
forlorn  children  whom  I  met  wherever  I  went,  and  who 
gazed  at  me  with  immortal  souls  shining  out  of  their 
sad  eyes.  In  my  opinion  they  are  the  real  martyrs  of 
the  slums.  Their  lives  are  offered  up  daily  as  a  result  of — 
if  not  in  atonement  for,  men's  crimes  and  sins,  and  I 
implore  you  if  you  can  do  anything  anywhere  to  bring 
brightness  and  health  into  their  lives  these  dark,  damp, 
foggy,  cold  days,  when  disease  and  death  are  afoot,  I 
beg  you  to  do  it,  for  I  shudder  now  as  I  think  of  what  I 
have  seen  of  their  pitiful  lots  in  some  of  the  noisome 
places  to  which  I  have  lately  penetrated." 

It  is  to  plead  the  cause  of  these  children,  many  of 
whose  short  lives  have  indeed  been  a  daily  martyrdom, 
who  are  now  sick,  perhaps  dying,  being  brought  to  us 
for  shelter  and  care,  that  we  speak  to  you  to-day.  One 
may  well  pray  that  one's  lips  might  be  touched  with  the 
living  coal  from  the  Altar  of  God  which  should  burn 
away  everything  in  one's  wTords,  needless  or  misleading 
or  false,  and  enable  them  to  enkindle  your  hearts  with 
that  white  flame  of  enthusiasm  which  alone  can  arouse 
and  purify  the  world. 

If  we  had  not  long  ago  banished  the  words  "  dis- 
couragement,"  "failure"  from  the  vocabulary  of  the 
Babies'  Wards,  we  might  well  fear  to  see  them  creeping 
out  to-day.  We  are  standing  on  the  very  threshold  of  a 
year  which  the  best  judges  say  will  be  the  hardest  one 
for  the  poor  of  this  great  city  of  any  during  the  past 
half  century.  A  vast  army  of  150,000  unemployed  men 
has  already  gathered  here.  In  a  single  week  two  con- 
cerns alone  discharged  over  800  employees,  while  in 
every  direction  small  jobs  on  which  so  many  depend  for 
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their  livelihood,  have  been  cut  off.  There  are  thousands 
of  families  in  which  the  wages  of  their  bread  earner  do 
not  exceed  ten  dollars  a  week  in  good  times.  What  then 
is  to  become  of  them  when  that  sum  is  diminished  half 
or  lost  entirely?  Many  decent  working  people  who 
ordinarily  care  for  their  sick  children  at  home  are  now 
obliged  to  bring  their  little  ones  to  a  hospital,  for  it  is  the 
children  who  first  succumb.  Not  long  ago  the  sixty 
cribs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  were  obliged  to  shelter  sixty- 
four  patients,  a  number  of  whom  were  received  in  a 
literally  starving  condition.  The  following  simple  words 
quoted  from  one  of  the  last  reports  of  our  most  devoted 
and  skillful  Head  Nurse  will  give  a  glimpse  of  some  of 
them. 

"  Lena  F.,  six  months,  parents  Russian  Jews,  living  in 
one  rear  room,  three  other  children.  Father  a  laborer, 
earning  six  dollars  a  week.  After  the  baby  had  been 
sick  five  days  at  home,  having  a  high  temperature  and 
great  difficulty  in  breathing,  she  was  brought  to  the 
Hospital  in  a  dying  condition.  Stimulation  had  to  be 
administered  by  hypodermic  before  the  child  could  even 
be  carried  up-stairs.  Its  temperature  was  105  degrees 
and  respiration  90  degrees.  Oxygen  was  given  as  soon 
as  she  was  admitted.  She  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  pneumonia,  and  for  several  days  the  temperature 
remained  up,  going  as  high  as  107.  The  baby  has  been 
in  the  Wards  several  weeks,  has  been  cured  and  is  ready 
to  go  home,  but  the  parents  beg  us  to  keep  her  a  little 
longer  because  they  are  too  poor  to  keep  their  rooms 
warm  enough,  and  are  afraid  the  baby  will  get  sick 
again,  so  we  are  going  to  send  her  to  the  Speedwell  at 
Morristown  for  two  or  three  months  in  their  good  care. 


Reta  E.,  American  parents,  only  child,  bom  pre- 
maturely six  and  one-half  months,  weighing  only  two 
pounds  and  two  ounces,  brought  to  Hospital  when  a  few 
hours  old.  As  a  baby  was  already  in  the  incubator 
this  one  was  put  in  the  little  nest,  surrounded  by  hot 
water  bottles  and  kept  in  the  smallest  Ward  with  tem- 
perature of  room  kept  at  80  degrees  and  a  special  nurse 
to  care  for  the  mite  day  and  night.  For  several  days 
the  baby  had  to  be  fed  every  hour  through  a  tube  into  the 
stomach,  later  it  was  fed  drop  by  drop  with  a  medicine 
dropper  and  now  it  takes  a  bottle,  and  although  she  still 
weighs  less  than  three  pounds,  is  able  to  cry  loud  enough 
to  be  heard  when  she  is  hungry.  She  takes  all  her  food 
and  gains  in  weight  every  day  or  two.  She  is  kept  in  a 
tiny  cotton  jacket  and  then  tied  in  a  bag  so  she  can  move 
freely.  Visitors  say  she  is  the  most  perfect,  and  tiniest 
living  baby  they  have  ever  seen,  and  marvel  at  her  im- 
provement each  week.    Baby  now  in  the  Ward. 

Mary  S.,  parents  Hungarian  Jews,  nine  other  children. 
Father  a  laborer  earning  eight  dollars  a  week  when  he 
can  get  work.  Little  girl  brought  to  Hospital  very  sick, 
much  emaciated  and  pale,  temperature  104  degrees.  Child 
had  been  sick  at  home  for  four  weeks  having  had  pneu- 
monia, and  was  sent  in  by  a  doctor  for  operation,  saying  she 
had  empyema.  After  a  careful  examination  it  was  found 
that  the  child  did  not  have  empyema,  blood  examination, 
etc.,  was  made  and  the  attending  doctor's  diagnosis  of 
typhoid  fever  confirmed.  It  did  not  seem  possible  that 
the  child  could  recover  and  her  terribly  ill  condition 
seemed  to  effect  visitors  very  much.  They  could  not 
bear  to  look  at  her  and  all  said  they  knew  we  would 
never  save  her.    Christmas  morning  she  sat  up  in  a 
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steamer  chair,  still  very  pale,  but  bright,  enjoying  her 
stocking  and  telling  the  nurses  all  about  how  she  found 
it  hanging  on  her  bed.  In  another  week  we  expect  no 
one  will  know  her,  as  her  improvement  has  been  wonder- 
ful during  the  past  few  days.  The  child  has  been  in  the 
Hospital  just  one  month,  and  for  three  weeks  her  tem- 
perature was  between  103  and  107  degrees,  but  has  been 
normal  for  the  past  week. 

Edna  H.,  four  and  one-half  years,  a  dear  little  girl, 
dark  hair  and  brown  eyes,  brought  to  Hospital  much 
emaciated  and  very  pale.  The  child  had  been  a  con- 
stant sufferer  for  many  months  having  a  bad  tubercular 
knee.  Each  night  her  temperature  would  rise  to  103 
degrees  or  over.  The  knee  was  operated  upon  and  after 
a  few  days  the  child  began  to  improve,  temperature 
became  normal  and  she  did  not  complain  of  pain.  Daily 
dressings  and  treatment,  good  food  and  tonic  have 
almost  completed  a  cure  after  three  months  in  the  Ward. 
She  is  now  one  of  the  brightest,  fattest  children  there, 
having  gained  over  eight  pounds  during  the  past  month 
As  the  leg  has  to  be  very  quiet,  we  fixed  up  two  chairs 
with  a  board  across  so  that  it  should  be  perfectly  straight. 
She  calls  it  her  automobile  and  is  so  cheerful  and  bright 
that  visitors  cannot  believe  she  was  ever  ill.  She  is  not 
ready  to  go  home,  having  just  been  fitted  with  a  brace 
to  wear  for  a  short  time.  Her  parents  consider  her  im- 
provement wonderful,  and  are  most  grateful  for  what 
has  been  done. 

Joe  Nicholson,  three  and  one-half  years,  mother 
deserted,  lived  with  her  child  in  one  small  room  and  took 
in  sewing.  The  child  complained  of  being  sick,  his 
temperature  went  up  and  the  mother  too  poor  to  have 
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a  doctor,  treated  him  herself.  The  next  morning  she 
found  the  child  unable  to  move  and  when  she  touched 
him  he  screamed  wth  pain.  She  brought  him  to  the 
Hospital  and  it  was  found  that  he  had  been  stricken 
with  infantile  paralysis.  He  was  in  great  pain,  unable 
to  lift  his  head,  arms  or  legs.  The  spine  was  also  af- 
fected. He  was  carefully  treated  with  ice  bags  and 
baths,  and  after  several  weeks  we  began  to  notice  an 
improvement.  Each  day  he  seemed  to  get  a  little 
better  and  to-day  is  sitting  up  in  a  chair  using  his  arms 
and  holding  his  head  up  as  he  did  before  he  was  stricken. 
His  spine  is  quite  strong,  and  although  he  cannot  use  his 
feet  yet  we  hope  he  will  soon  be  able  to  do  so.  He  is 
very  bright  and  everybody  loves  him.  Each  morning 
he  calls  and  tells  us  he  can  stand  up;  "just  try  me"  he 
will  say,  but  the  poor  little  legs  will  not  yet  support  his 
body.  He  is  always  disappointed  and  says  "To-morrow 
I  am  going  to  walk."  He  has  been  with  us  several 
months  and  is  very  much  interested  in  all  the  sick  babies. 
He  remembers  the  names  of  them  all  and  when  we  have 
visitors  he  tells  them  all  about  the  sick  ones;  how  they 
"got  better  and  went  home."    He  is  still  in  the  Ward." 

During  the  past  year  the  Babies'  Wards  cared  for 
nearly  200  more  children  than  in  the  previous  one  and 
gave  3,000  more  days  of  Hospital  treatment.  In  face  of 
the  present  distress  and  demands,  the  question  of  closing 
even  a  part  of  the  Wards  should  not  be  considered. 
We  must  also  remember  that  in  a  year  when  children 
are  being  only  half  fed  at  best,  a  fortnight  of  very  damp 
or  cold  weather  brings  them  to  the  Wards  in  almost 
overwhelming  numbers,  and  we  ought  to  be  prepared  to 
increase  our  accommodations  temporarily  if  necessary.

And  yet,  where  are  we  standing  now  at  this  most 
critical  time?  As  some  important  and  absolutely  neces- 
sary repairs  to  the  Wards  were  needed,  last  Spring  a 
special  effort  was  made  to  collect,  not  only  all  the  money 
required  for  them  but  also  to  carry  us  well  into  this 
Winter,  when  donations  and  subscriptions  might  be  ex- 
pected. These  funds  were  deposited,  as  for  many  years 
past,  in  the  Knickerbocker  Trust  Company,  and  we 
began  our  fiscal  year  October  ist  with  a  balance  thereof 
over  $5,000  and  the  thought  that  even  if  the  year  should  be 
a  hard  one  our  work  would  not  suffer.  A  few  short  days 
passed,  and  the  amazing  news  came  that  the  doors  of  the 
Trust  Company  had  been  closed  indefinitely,  and  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  found  themselves  on  the  verge  of  a 
Winter,  which  will  be  remembered  for  years  for  its 
distress,  not  only  without  a  cent  in  its  treasury  but  with 
the  knowledge  that  for  the  first  time  in  its  existence 
debts  for  large  repairs  were  owing  which  they  have  no 
means  of  paying  at  present.  Even  while  we  were  trying 
to  collect  ourselves  and  gather  up  the  fragments,  letters 
were  received  from  the  givers  of  several  of  our  supported 
beds  and  from  a  number  of  valued  annual  subscribers 
saying  "that  their  gifts  must  be  withdrawn  owing  to 
the  financial  depression." 

Now  the  Babies'  Wards  have  been  carried  on  for  years 
with  such  strict  economy  that  further  retrenchment  in 
their  expenses  seems  almost  impossible.  On  the  keeping 
up  of  the  supported  beds  the  very  existence  of  the  Wards 
may  be  said  to  primarily  depend,  as  all  the  great  items 
of  cost  of  support  are  charged  to  them.  But  as  has  been 
repeatedly  stated  the  money  given  for  the  annual  sup- 
port of  beds,  even  supplemented  by  the  very  small 
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allowance  now  received  from  the  City,  does  not  of  course 
pay  for  the  entire  cost  of  the  Wards.  The  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  are  obliged  to  raise  quite  outside  of  these 
sums,  the  money  for  the  salaries  of  the  permanent  Head 
Nurse  and  her  assistant,  of  the  visitors  to  the  homes  of 
the  children,  of  seamstress,  etc.,  for  repairs  and  furnish- 
ings, for  clothing,  reports,  and  many  special  medical  and 
surgical  appliances,  all  of  which  are  really  of  vital  im- 
portance. 

To  do  this  means  that  since  through  the  suspension  of 
the  Knickerbocker  Trust  Company  we  have  started  this 
year  with  an  absolutely  empty  treasury,  we  must  raise 
at  once,  outside  of  our  last  year's  subscriptions  and  dona- 
tions, at  least  $2,500,  in  addition  to  securing  the  six  sup- 
ported beds  lately  given  up. 

You  will  see  from  the  various  committee  reports  which 
succeed  this,  something  of  the  work  being  done  for  the 
Wards  by  the  women,  young  and  old,  who  are  so  deeply 
interested  in  them.  This  of  course  only  follows  on  the 
vital  work  of  the  scores  of  skillful  physicians  and  faith- 
ful nurses  to  whom  the  medical  care  of  the  Wards  is 
confided,  while  in  its  turn  it  is  supplemented  by  the 
great  help  of  many  societies,  classes  and  individuals  to 
whom  our  warmest  thanks  are  due.  Here  we  would 
mention  with  very  special  gratitude  the  Speedwell 
Society  working  at  Morristown  and  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  Sea  Cliff,  which  have  restored  health  and 
strength  to  so  many  of  our  little  convalescents  sent  to 
their  care.  Then  back  of  all,  and  certainly  at  this  time 
we  realize  at  the  foundation  of  all,  are  the  gifts  from 
the  hundreds  of  friends  of  suffering  children  on  which 
the  very  existence  of  the  Wards  has  depended,  and  on 
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whose  continuance  their  future  existence  must  depend. 

The  imperative  needs,  therefore,  of  the  Babies'  Wards 
in  the  immediate  present  are  : 

First. — At  least  six  more  supported  beds  by  the  gift  of 
$200  annually,  while  ten  are  really  needed  to  meet  the 
times  of  emergency  which  this  year  are  occurring  so 
frequently. 

Second. — $2,500  in  annual  subscriptions  and  special 
donations,  large  and  small  beyond  all  previous  receipts, 
to  enable  us  to  pay  at  once  our  debts  and  the  vital  ex- 
penses detailed  above.  As  gifts  even  of  very  small  sums 
are  gratefully  received,  this  way  of  helping  sick  children 
is  within  the  reach  of  all. 

Third. — Gifts  of  clothing  new  and  old.  Over  4,000 
garments  are  literally  used  up  every  year,  and  we  would 
earnestly  beg  that  sewing  classes,  societies  and  individ- 
uals in  this  city  as  well  as  throughout  the  country 
would  remember  this  most  pressing  need.  Full  partic- 
ulars are  given  in  appendix  following.  Gifts  of  toys, 
especially  dolls  and  rattles,  of  fruit  and  home  made  jellies 
are  greatly  needed,  as  is  also  what  perhaps  is  most 
precious  of  all  the  personal  help  of  those  willing  to  give 
even  a  small  portion  of  their  time. 

All  subscriptions  and  donations  should  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Charles  C.  Beaman,  Treasurer  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for 
the  Babies'  Wards,  18  East  10th  Street.  Checks  for 
supported  beds  should  be  drawn  to  Mrs.  C.  Beaman's 
order,  but  sent  to  Mrs.  Henry  Parish,  Jr.,  Chairman  of 
Committee  on  Supported  Beds,  8  East  76th  Street,  who 
has  charge  of  all  correspondence  relating  to  supported 
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beds,  and  who  will  at  once  return  a  letter  of  acknowledg- 
ment. The  Report  of  Babies'  Wards'  Treasurer  will  be 
found  at  close  of  this  pamphlet. 

You  are  now  met  on  every  hand  by  appeals  from  other 
charities  as  well,  who  have  suffered  as  we  have  the  loss 
of  funds  collected  by  them  with  much  effort  for  the  relief 
of  suffering — through  the  recent  failure  of  Trust  Com- 
panies and  from  the  falling  off  of  gifts  by  reason  of 
financial  depression.  In  the  great  cry  of  human  anguish 
now  rising  to  heaven  it  is  easy  to  miss  the  plaintive  moan 
of  the  dying  baby.  We  can  only  do  our  duty  to  all 
to-day  through  the  exercise  of  real  self-denial.  We  do 
most  earnestly  implore  that  whatever  your  retrench- 
ments may  be  you  will  not  retrench  by  lessening  your 
charities.  The  owner  of  a  score  of  motor  cars  may  lay 
up  a  couple,  or  $100  hats  may  be  ordered  by  the  half 
dozen  instead  of  the  customary  dozen.  The  necessities 
of  the  suffering  poor,  however,  are  too  pressing  now,  in 
days  when  the  incomes  of  so  many  of  us  are  curtailed,  to 
be  met  except  by  a  large  relinquishment  on  our  part  of 
luxuries  nay  even  some  comforts,  which  are  ordinarily 
quite  legitimate.  If  you  could  realize  what  it  would  be 
to  you  to  see — as  so  many  poor  mothers  are  seeing  this 
year — your  little  baby  dying  before  your  eyes  of  cold 
and  hunger,  you  would  all  find  yourselves  quite  able  to 
do  your  part  in  the  alleviation  of  misery. 

We  ask  your  immediate  help  on  the  highest  of  all 
grounds — of  the  service  of  God.  A  leading  clergyman 
of  our  city  has  lately  said,  "The  first  and  simplest  ex- 
pression of  a  love  of  God  in  our  hearts  is — in  pity  for  the 
suffering.  Do  you  not  care  for,  are  you  not  even 
growing  contemptuous  of  the  poor?    Are  you  tired  of  the 
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sick  and  the  maimed,  of  the  halt  and  the  blind?  Do 
you  wish  the  time  would  come  when  no  more  appeals 
would  ever  be  made  to  you  for  the  relief  of  human 
misery?  Then  indeed  my  friend,  beware.  But  if 
every  appeal  for  the  relief  of  suffering  that  can  be  alleviated 
by  the  gijt  of  money — of  pain,  hunger  and  thirst,  cold 
and  nakedness  and  disease — is  greeted  by  you  as  the 
opportunity  through  which  you  may  show  your  love, 
your  passion,  for  the  heart  of  God,  then  indeed  you  are 
the  servant  of  God." 

"  The  poor  that  here  within  our  reach  have  need, 
Stricken  in  body,  helpless  all  else  wise, 

It  is  for  them  this  day,  that  we  do  plead, 

God's  suffering  ones,  the  souls  in  dreary  guise, 

It  was  their  kind  that  to  the  Master's  feet 

For  healing  crept,  kissing  His  garments'  hem — 

Ah,  fortunate  ones,  to  whom  this  life  is  sweet, 
Help  them !

ARTICLES  OF  CLOTHING  NOW  MOST  URGENTLY  NEEDED  AT 
THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 


Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application 
to  Chairman  of  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Elisha  M. 
Fulton,  Jr.,  Portchester,  N.  Y. 

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  .six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  i  yard  by  1^  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting:  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with  pink 
or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering 
from  pneumonia.

"Dr.  Grind,  our  new  visitor,  reports  for  the  past  six 
months  during  which  she  has  been  in  charge  of  work, 
481  visits  paid,  22  children  sent  to  the  Speedwell  at 
Morristown. 

Let  me  repeat  some  of  the  duties  of  the  visitor. 

She  goes  to  the  homes  of  the  babies  immediately 
after  their  entrance  to  the  Wards,  to  learn  for  the 
doctors  the  conditions  of  the  homes;  whether  the 
families  are  living  in  light  or  dark  rooms,  the  number 
of  other  children,  the  habits  of  father  and  mother 
when  possible:  to  report  to  the  various  charities  when 
she  finds  them  deserving  and  in  need.  She  also  ex- 
plains to  the  mothers  the  valuable  rules  which  the 
doctors  have  helped  your  Committee  to  make  for  the 
care  of  the  babies  at  home.  They  have  been  translated 
into  German,  Italian  and  French,  all  of  which  three 
languages  are  spoken  by  our  visitor.  For  six  months' 
work  the  statistical  part  of  this  report  may  seem  short. 
It  may  properly  come  to  the  minds  of  the  Board  why 
should  we  retain  the  visitor  at  a  time  when  the  most 
rigid  economy  should  be  enforced  in  every  department. 
To  prove  the  necessity  of  the  visitor  I  shall  ask  your 
patience  while  I  give  you  a  few  of  the  many  harrowing 
cases  which  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee. 

Sara  P.,  two  months  old,  parents  Russian  Jews,  seven 
other  children,  father  a  shoemaker.  Mother  was  obliged 
to  give  up  nursing  her  baby,  as  she  worked  out  by  the 
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day.  The  baby  was  brought  to  the  Wards  with  ulcers 
and  eczema,  caused  by  dirt.  Dr.  Chapin  reports  that 
he  has  never  seen  a  worse  case. 

Lena  E.,  four  years  old,  mother  deserted  by  husband 
who  has  gone  back  to  Italy.  The  three  other  children 
are  left  in  the  care  of  the  eldest  child  nine  years  old, 
when  the  mother  can  find  work.  On  returning  from 
work  one  day,  she  found  a  second  child  had  been  taken 
to  the  Wards  by  her  elder  sister  with  a  cold  which 
proved  to  be  pneumonia.  The  child  died  during  the 
night  and  was  buried  by  the  city,  as  the  mother  was  too 
poor  to  pay. 

William  S.,  family  lives  in  two  inside  rooms,  without 
light,  in  a  dirty  house  and  a  dirty  street.  His  grand- 
mother cares  for  him  as  his  father  and  mother  are  drunk 
most  of  the  time.  Of  this  case  the  Charity  Organization 
Society  report  seven  applications  made  by  the  mother 
for  work,  each  time  too  intoxicated  to  understand  why 
she  was  refused  aid. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  many  cases  which  pass  through 
our  visitors'  hands,  and  to  obtain  all  the  information 
needed  by  the  doctors,  requires  many  visits,  sometimes 
several  before  the  parents  are  found  at  home. 

It  is  a  special  gift,  to  be  able  to  go  into  these  miserable 
houses,  and  make  them  realize  it  is  really  sympathy  and 
not  curiosity  that  takes  one  to  homes. 

If  we  cannot  afford  to  pay  our  visitor,  are  we  willing, 
and  if  willing  are  we  capable  of  visiting  these  wretched 
homes  not  simply  with  words  of  sympathy,  but  advice 
for  the  sick,  and  to  nurse  ourselves?"

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REPORT  OF  THE  WARD  VISITING 
COMMITTEE. 

1907. 

The  members  of  the  Ward  Visiting  Committee  make 
weekly  visits  to  the  sick  children  of  the  Babies'  Wards, 
and,  by  bringing  them  any  pleasures  and  divertions 
that  they  can,  try  to  make  their  stay  in  the  Hospital 
as  happy  as  possible. 

The  Committee  supported  two  beds  in  the  Wards 
last  year  and  hopes  to  continue  their  support. 

The  Christmas  Committee  had  charge  of  the  tree  held 
the  Friday  after  Christmas,  in  the  Zaides  ward.  The 
Wards  were  decorated  with  holly  wreaths  and  red 
bells  sent  by  the  Committee.  The  tree  with  many  of  its 
decorations  was  very  kindly  donated  by  a  friend  of  a 
member.  The  pupils  of  the  Wetmore  School  very 
generously  contributed  many  toys  and  books  which 
were  much  enjoyed  by  the  children.  The  Committee 
and  their  friends  sent  toys,  and  money  for  toys  and 
decorations  for  the  tree.  Ice  cream  and  cake  were 
provided  by  a  member.  Altogether  the  tree  proved  a 
great  pleasure  and  delight  to  the  children  and  the  toys 
given  to  them  will  keep  them  diverted  during  many 
tedious  hours. 

The  Toy  Committee  supplied  some  toys  last  winter 
but  many  more  are  needed. 

The  Easter  Committee  last  year  provided  as  usual 
growing  plants  at  Easter  for  the  Wards  and  roof  garden. 
Many  of  them  lasted  for  some  time  afterwards.  They 
also  supplied  Easter  eggs  and  appropriate  gifts  for  the 
children. 
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The  flowers  sent  each  week  during  the  summer,  by 
the  members,  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  children  to 
whom  they  are  often  the  nearest  approach  to  the  country 
that  they  have  ever  had.  This  -winter  many  flowers 
were  sent  from  entertainments  to  the  Wards.  We  hope 
very  much  that  any  of  our  friends,  who  are  willing  to 
contribute  flowers  after  an  entertainment,  will  notify 
the  Chairman  of  the  Flower  Committee  who  will  arrange 
to  have  them  sent  for  by  the  florists,  Wadley  &  Smythe, 
who  have  most  generously  offered  to  transport  them  to 
the  Wards. 

The  weekly  drives  provided  during  the  summer  were 
not  only  a  great  pleasure  to  the  children  but  of  real 
physical  benefit  to  them.  We  shall  be  very  glad  to  have 
contributions  for  this  Fresh  Air  Work.  The  members 
of  the  Drives  Committee  have  raised  money  to  provide 
drives  during  the  winter,  but  will  be  greatly  aided  in 
their  work  if  any  one  will  lend  their  carriage  or  automo- 
bile any  afternoon,  for  the  use  of  the  children. 

Through  the  exertions  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Clothing 
Committee,  which  was  organized  last  year  for  the  first 
time,  150  garments  were  sent  to  the  Wards  by  the 
members  and  we  hope  for  more  this  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  all  those  who  have 
so  kindly  aided  us  in  the  past,  and  we  hope  that  they  will 
continue  their  much  needed  interest  and  help  during  the 
coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 

1907. 

The  work  of  the  Sunbeam  League  has  followed  its 
regular  course  during  the  past  year.  The  two  beds  in 
the  Wards  have  been  supported,  drives  in  the  Park 
during  the  Summer  weather  have  given  exercise  and 
fresh  air  and  a  glimpse  of  trees  and  grass  to  many  little 
invalids. 

The  babies  were  given  dinners  of  turkey,  cranberry 
jelly  and  ice  cream,  with  fruits  and  little  cakes,  on 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas,  and  stockings  full  of  toys 
hung  on  beds  and  cribs  on  Christmas  morning.  As  the 
Ward  Visiting  Committee  had  kindly  offered  to  supply 
red  bells  and  wreaths  for  the  Christmas  decorations,  it 
was  decided  to  devote  the  money  usually  set  aside  for 
that  purpose  to  the  purchase  of  jellies  and  fruit,  which 
were  much  needed. 

The  Toy  Committee  kept  the  toy  boxes  neat  and 
replenished  as  far  as  possible ;  but  again  the  supply  was 
far  from  adequate,  and  they  beg  for  contributions  of 
new  or  used  toys. 

The  House  Committee  has  supplied  dishes,  pitchers 
and  other  small  china  articles;  and  the  Clothing  Com- 
mittee has  sent  in  little  boys'  suits  and  rompers,  also 
thirty  pairs  of  new  crib  blankets. 

A  friend  of  the  babies  very  kindly  offered  her  services 
and  those  of  her  sister  as  Kindergarten  teachers  this 
Winter,  and  this  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance,  the 
money  usually  spent  on  that  work  being  now  available 
for  other  much-needed  things.  Our  thanks  are  due  also 
to  Miss  Fellowes,  who  for  so  many  years  has  done  this 
work  faithfully  and  well,  and  for  the  last  two  years  at  a 
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great  sacrifice  of  time  and  strength. 

The  funds  in  the  treasury  again  grow  less,  and  we 
contemplate  another  fair,  to  be  held  next  Winter  before 
Christmas.  May  we  then  succeed  in  collecting  even 
more  than  we  need  to  continue  the  work  in  which  we  are 
all  so  deeply  interested.

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Babies'  Wards 
Guild  has  gone  on  as  usual.  All  of  the  bed  linen,  towels, 
etc.,  needed  for  use  in  the  Wards  have  been  bought  and 
made  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Guild.  The  articles  supplied 
since  last  January  are;  410  sheets,  176  pillow  cases,  98 
spreads,  26  coverlets,  108  underpads,  37  screen-sheets, 
12  hot-water  bag  covers,  24  bassinette-linings  and  375 
towels,  making  in  all  1,266  pieces.
